The following regarding the open­ 
ing of the Bed Lake reservation is 
published by the St. Cloud Journal- 
Press and will be interesting reading 
to many: 
* There are about 256,(HH) acres of 
land which is said to Im* very good. 
The laud is to bo sold ut public aue 
Don at not less than $1 per aero, and 
no man eau buy more than Bkt acres. 
(hie fifth has to be paid at the tune 
of sale, and the balance i ii five equal 
annual installments, 
lf there is/a 
default of more than Hixty days, the 
right of the purchaser lapses. 
Each 
purchaser must reside on the land for 
five years, till, cultivate and improve 
the 
same as provided under the 
Homestead law, and no commuting is 
allowed. Tin school fund gets sections 
Id and “JI, the same as in public land 
The provision of this law- makes it 
impossible for speculators to get into 
the game a*, all. 
A man cannot sell 
his right but must live there and pay 
up within six year*. The law docs 
not take effect until the Indians have
